Special Town Meeting 


is scheduled for Oct. 23

ith several years worth of expensive 
W garbage piles and a mid-November 
deadline figuratively staring them 
in the face, Andover’s selectmen Monday 
called a Special Town Meeting for Wednes- 
day, Oct. 23. 

The key article on the Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant will ask residents to consider 
whether Andover should extend its agree- 
ment with a North Andover trash-to-energy 
plant. 

Andover’s current contract will expire in 
2005, but Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, 
said the cost of garbage disposal will balloon 
over the remaining years of the contract. Mr. 
Stapcezynski said Andover could elongate the 
contract another 10 years “to ease out the 
burden, the financial impact.” 

Andover and other North East Solid Waste 
Committee communities are required to 
decide what they will do by Nov. 15, he said 
[see a related article, page 6.] 

Andover officials consider this to be a crit- 
ical financial decision. 

“It’s huge,” said Barry Finegold, select- 
man. “What we pay to dump our trash com- 
pared to what other towns pay is night-and- 


day, and that just means a higher cost to the 
taxpayer.” 

Special Town Meeting will begin at 7 p.m. 
Oct. 23 in the West Middle School auditori- 
um. Residents can place private articles on 
the warrant between Sept. 25 and Oct. 2 if 
they acquire 100 certified signatures of regis- 
tered voters. 

Including the anything-but-throwaway 
NESWC item, Mr. Stapczynski expects about 
a dozen warrant articles and there may be as 
many as five articles dealing with manage- 
ment of residential growth. 

Officials are careful to paint the growth- 
management articles as “fine-tunings” of the 
existing bylaws because they don’t want to 
spark another run on the planning depart- 
ment by nervous developers. Such a run was 
pushed this spring by talk of passing strong 
growth-control articles at April Town Meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Finegold, Michael Miller and Steve 
Colyer, planning director, have been study- 
ing the growth issue. 

“We've been working on what could be 
done right now to help out in terms of pre- 
serving open space, et cetera.

is looking to cultivate support 
for his run to become state rep- 
resentative of the 17th Essex 
district. 

Running on a platform of 
“fiscal responsibility, a solid educational 
agenda and a strong public safety program,” 
Mr. Fox is the lone Republican in a three-per- 
son race. He will face either Barry Finegold 
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or Denise Parsons on the 
. November ballot. 

During a trip around the 
outskirts of his Walnut Avenue 
home, Mr. Fox points out toma- 
toes, cucumbers, zucchini, con- 
cord grapes and formerly- 
tapped maple trees. 

A look into his free time pro- 
duces a profile in cabbage. 

“TI get a little razzing about 
that. I sometimes get a little 
excessive,” he admits. 

Mr. Fox once visited New 
Hampshire land he owns every weekend, and 
he has grown white grapes, fruit trees, sun- 
flowers, watermelon, peas and up to 125

tomato plants there. He even kept bees in 
New Hampshire for a time. 

Another of Mr. Fox’s passions is history, 
and he admits if he had it to do all over again 
he might have avoided the securities busi- 
ness and become a history teacher. 

“He loves books, absolutely loves books,” 
says Ruth Ann Fox, his wife. 

“IT have to sneak them into the house, 
says Mr. Fox, standing in a room with sever- 
al packed shelves and an additional neat pile 
of books in one corner. 

“Well,” answers Ms. Fox, “you’ve been 
doing a good job sneaking.”

The candidate 

Mr. Fox has nine children, 12 grandchil- 
dren, and says he is part of a competitive 
family that loves to play chess. 

He was a Democrat until five years ago — 
was even a member of the Democratic Town 
Committee — but said he switched parties 
because he often found himself voting for 
Republicans. 

“ld rather vote for an individual who has 
good qualifications than vote for someone 
bad within my party,” he said. “The Demo- 
cratic party changed more than I did. 
(Today) the Republican Party represents the 
working person much better.” 

During a lengthy interview, Mr. Fox 
talked about numerous issues, including 
several with which a state representative 
traditionally has little to do. He said he is 
running because Andover has been good to 
him and now it’s payback time. 

“I really want to — rather than sitting 
sometimes and grumbling about how things 
should be — I want to put in my best effort for 
the community,” he said. 

Mr. Fox said the business tax rate should 
be closer to the residential rate because busi- 
nesses are “as important as any homeowner 
in town.” 

Mr. Fox believes the state hasn’t market- 
ed itself well enough to outside businesses 
and he said his experience in the business 
sector will be “an asset to bring business 
into both Lawrence and Andover.” 

He also believes there are too many envi- 
ronmental laws, permits and restrictions 
placed on land owners. 
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“We should have a long-term 
plan, but not a long-term plan to 
restrict growth,” he said. “Every- 
body would always like every- 
thing to stay the same forever. 

“We have too many laws and 
we keep building law after law 
on top of things and it’s very fool- 
ish,” he said. “There’s an old say- 
ing, ‘Measure twice and cut 
once.’ | don’t Know if we do all 
that in government.”

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NESWC contract subject of Special Town Meeting 


The Massachusetts legislative 
session adjourned earlier this 
month without taking action on a 
proposed capital projects bond 
bill that would have provided 
much needed financial relief to 
the consortium of 23 Mas- 
sachusetts communities known 
as the North East Solid Waste 
Committee. The funding initia- 
tive was passed over despite 
being approved separately by the 
House of Representatives July 18, 
and by the Senate July 25, accord- 
ing to NESWC officials. 

The NESWC communities, 
Which include Andover, had 
requested $22 million as a partial 
reimbursement for the costs to 
retrofit the North Andover waste- 
to-energy plant to meet federal 
and state air emission standards 
stemming from the Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1990. 

Andover selectmen this week 
scheduled a Special Town Meet- 
ing for Wednesday, Oct. 23, pri- 
marily to address changes in the 
NESWC contract, which will 
impact the amount Andover pays 
for trash disposal during the next 
20 years. 

Because of a long-term waste 


disposal contract negotiated in 
the early 1980s, NESWC commu- 
nities are forced to pay for any 
required upgrades to the waste- 
to-energy plant. Without state 
funding, taxpayers in the 23 com- 
munities will see trash fees 
increase substantially to cover 
tens of millions of dollars worth 
of air-pollution control equip- 
ment. 

Steven M. Rothstein, executive 
director of NESWC, said, “The 
NESWC communities already 
pay twice the statewide average 
for trash disposal. This is an 
excessive financial burden, one 
that the communities need help 
to meet. The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts sponsored the 
establishment of NESWC and we 
believe they have some responsi- 
bility to address the current situ- 
ation. NESWC is also seeking fed- 
eral assistance to meet this finan- 
cial obligation, since it is the 
direct result of a costly unfunded 
federal mandate.” 

The Clean Air Act require- 
ments and other financial aspects 
of the current contract will push 
the trash disposal fees to approxi- 
mately $180 per ton prior to the

things involve tweaking the zoning 
bylaws,” said Michael Miller, plan- 
ning board chairman.

Related to this growth issue, articles 
seeking money to purchase open space 
for conservation land will also appear 
on the warrant.

This need was created by the 
efforts of Marriott International Inc. to 
build a 115-unit assisted-living facility 
at the corner of High and Haverhill 
streets.

“So we’ve been 
working since then toward addressing 
assisted-living and congregate care, 
which are different types of develop- 
ment for elderly housing.” 

One area of contention between the 
planners and Marriott has been what 
percentage of the housing will be

affordable to seniors living, for 
instance, on a fixed income. 

“We want a project to be viable but 
we want seniors who are on a low 
income to be able to live there,” said 
Mr. Miller. “There’s been some resis- 
tance, and to give (Marriott) the benefit 
of the doubt, they’ve come a long way 
from the beginning. 

“We're not going to kill the project 
(but we want) at least some percentage 
to remain affordable for people that 
have lived here all their life and would 
like to stay here.” 


U.S. West takes 
town’s cable license

For the second time this year, Andover 
officials transferred the town’s cable TV 
license to a different company. 

Selectmen Monday night unanimously 
approved the transfer of Andover’s cable 
license from Continental Cablevision Inc. to 
U.S. West Inc. The move had been expected 
since before June, when the town trans- 
ferred control from TCI Cablevision of 
Andover to Continental Cablevision. 

Jack Dempsey, chairman of the Cable 
Advisory Committee, recommended 
approval of both transfers. 

Mr. Dempsey said he expects U.S. West to 
officially assume control by the beginning of 
1997. 

Although the current cable contract 
doesn’t expire until June, 1997, Andover has 
been negotiating a new contract with the dif- 
ferent cable companies for months. 

“There will be absolutely no negative 
effect for the town of Andover but there 
could be positive effect,” Mr. Dempsey said 
of the most recent transfer Tuesday. “I think 
the contract negotiations are going along 
fine.” 

Mr. Dempsey said the transfer to U.S. 
West should speed along a plan that will 
allow individual cable subscribers to sign up 
for a separate Internet package through 
their cable company. During public hearings 
this year, some Andover residents labeled 
this as something Andover should shoot for 
during its negotiations. 

“Also, the schools will be able to get on 
the Internet service,” said Mr. Dempsey. 
“That will be coming along in the very near

GOLD INLAYS 

Once the decay in a small-to-medium sized cavity is removed 
from the chewing surface of a tooth, silver amalgam (a mixture of 
mercury, silver, tin, copper, and zinc) is usually the material of 
choice to fill the hole left by the drill. For larger cavities, however, 
the removal of the decay may not leave enough tooth structure to 
support a filling. If so, a filling made outside the tooth (known as an 
inlay) may be necessary. Most inlays are fabricated of gold in a 
process that begins with the dentist making a wax impression of 
the cavity. After a temporary filling is set in place, the wax 
impression is sent to a dental laboratory, where a gold casting is 
fabricated. This is then sent back to the dentist, who removes the 
temporary filling and puts the gold inlay in place. Once the 
necessary adjustments are made to ensure a perfect fit, the gold 
inlay is cemented into place, the bite tested with articulating paper, 
and the surface polished. 

Even with inlays and the many other advances in dental 
technology today, the best opportunity to retain your teeth for a 
lifetime and the best insurance for a healthy oral profile is sticking 
to a routine of brushing, flossing, and professional care.

P.S. An onlay is also a filling made outside the tooth, but differs 
from an inlay in that it extends over the edges of the repaired tooth 
to protect the tooth’s walls.

Joe Sweeney, a long-time coach and 
player in various town organizations, 
expects to again present his case for a 
more dramatic overall of the design. 
Mr. Sweeney, of Cuba Street, has 
already appeared before both the build- 
ing committee and the Board of Select- 
men about this matter. 

“The best thing I can say about (the 
new courts) is it’s a beautiful example 
of extremely poor planning,” Mr. 
Sweeney told selectmen Monday. 

The building committee is well 
aware of the problems with the courts; 
even member Susan Jenkins has called 
them “useless” because they are placed

baseline to baseline. This creates a sit- 
uation where balls regularly fly into 
other courts, and players chasing balls 
on back-to-back courts are more likely 
to run into each other. 

The architects have suggested that 
they could move the two northern 
courts further north and the two soutli- 
ern courts further south to create more 
space between the courts. They would 
then put up a fence between the two 
pairs of courts. 

Mr. Sweeney said if this is done, 
they should also put up a fence 
between the basketball and tennis 
courts to prevent injury to basketball 


players who may accidentally twist an 
ankle on a run-away tennis ball. 

But Mr. Sweeney’s real hope is that 
architects will move the basketball 
courts to the far southwest corner of 
the playing surface and create a line of 
five tennis courts across the northern 
edge of the area. 

This will allow for one extra tennis 
court, although the basketball players 
will have less room on the sidelines. 
But Mr. Sweeney said there is current- 
ly about 36 feet of space on each side of 
the basketball courts, considerably 
more than basketball courts usually 
have. 


“I think the bias was toward basket- 
ball,” said Buzz Stapczynski, town 
manager, referring to the design a 
recent building committee meeting, 
“siven the fact that there are seven ten- 
nis courts across the way.” 

Mr. Sweeney was also disappointed 
that mulch is placed around the courts 
on the inside of the fence. 

“What happens is all the balls get 
filthy dirty. I teach classes there, so I 
know,” he said. “It’s ridiculous. It dirt- 
ies the balls up and it goes on the court. 

“There’s nothing I can do about that 
but I think it’s a poor job,” said Mr. 
Sweeney. 

Mr. Sweeney asked the selectmen 
Monday if they were the ones who had 
appointed the building committee and 
he was told the town manager made 
those appointments. 

“Well, I suggest you have a serious 
talk with them,” Mr. Sweeney said to 
Mr. Stapczynski.

n a battle of woman against nature, 
[!snescan: designer Leslie Frost 

seems to have established a beauti- 
ful, if tenuous, truce. 

Yet, although she has dealt 
admirably with the destructive power 
of lightning and can work wonders 
with the materials and plant life she 
sculpts on her Lowell Street property, 
all is not as peaceful as it appears. 

Behind the facade of an area influ- 
enced by the formal gardens of Europe, 
lurks a guerrilla warfare between Ms. 
Frost and the furry creatures that have 
infiltrated her property. Ms. Frost 
admits to sympathizing with Bill Mur- 
ray’s Caddyshack character because of 
Carl’s obsession with killing the 
varmints. 

“IT am always fighting the ground- 
hogs, so I have wonderful groundhog 
stories,” she says. “Living with the 
wildlife here has been the bane of my 
existence. I’ve tried to develop the gar- 
den so it’s plant material that they

don’t like rather than (think it is) 
gourmet food.” 

But one of Ms. Frost’s major prob- 
lems is that the groundhogs seem to 
like everything about her lawn and 
gardens. They can’t be alone. 

Even if one’s idea of a precious gar- 
den is the old home of the Boston 
Celtics, a person is bound to be 
impressed by the landscape of Ms. 
Frost’s lawn and gardens. It’s not hard 
to believe the former clinical patholo- 
gist has designed landscapes for the 
past 15 years, and that she is now a 
master judge at such events as the 
Boston Flower Show. 

Ms. Frost has thousands of different 
plants and flowers on her property as 
well as different urns and items of folk 
art. She has several different sculpted 
eagles on her lawn and each has a 
name. 

“I’m very much involved with 
antiques,” she says. “I don’t have 
enough room in the house for the 
eagles so they have to go outside.” 

The plants, flowers and shrubs in an 
area “have to be worked into the land- 
scape. They can’t be too outstanding, at 
least for me,” says Ms. Frost. “You 
need color and textural differences 
(between plants), and yet sameness too. 
It’s a balance.” 


Living rooms 

The different areas of MS. Frost’s 
property flow seamlessly into one 
another, and Ms. Frost says she consid- 
ers them to be additions to her home. 

“I believe that this is an extension of 
your indoor living. These are outdoor 
rooms,” she says passing a formal area 


behind her home complete with 
antique pillars, spiraling dwarf Alberta 
spruce bushes and a 60-year-old 
wrought iron table-and-chair set. 

“There are many areas, many rooms 
that each function for a reason,” she 
says later. 

While these different areas may be 
rooms, they are true living rooms, 
rather than that sacred dining room 
your mother would never let you play 
in as a kid. 

Ms. Frost says she likes to use her 
property. Her daughter was married on 
the rear side-lawn and her son recently 
had his engagement party there. 

But one of Ms. Frost’s newest and 
most breathtaking areas is in the far 
back of her property. Her husband, 
Norman, had the idea a few years ago 
to plant an apple orchard and so the 
Frost’s put in three rows of three trees. 

“He was going to be the country gen- 
tleman. We put in nine apple trees. Our 
yield was maybe four apples,” says Ms.

Frost, laughing at the memory. 

Since then, the middle row of trees 
has been replaced by granite steps with 
rose- and day lily bookends. 

After one passes through a white 
gateway topped by urns, the granite 
steps lead the eye downhill to a man- 
made pond stocked with large goldfish 
that hide under the lily pads during 
warm weather. The Frosts can control 
the pond’s water level and the pond is 
complete with a working waterfall 
engineered by Mr. Frost. Two hand- 
carved granite cranes from China sur- 
round an Indonesian bench originally 
made for the turn-of-the-century Dutch 
market. The bench rests just in front of 
a wetland drowning in a sea of purple 
loosestrife. 

Ms. Frost said beavers created a 
five-acre lake a few years ago that 
encroached on her property and she 
attained permission from the state and 
town government to create the wildlife

Instead, Ms. Abagis suggests minor 
changes in the way people normally 
approach their daily chores. While rak- 
ing leaves or sweeping dirt, Ms. Abagis 
recommends twisting the body at the 
waist. She suggests doing leg lunges 
while mowing grass around trees and 
vacuuming carpets. 

“It’s just little adjustments. Getting 
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Carolyn Abagis does a leg lunge while mowing the lawn. Similar

This question comes at a pivotal 
time, as alcohol has recently played a 
role in several deaths that have shak- 
en the Merrimack Valley. In an inci- 
dent illustrating that drinking can 
kill in ways unrelated to drinking 
and driving, Kyle Wentworth of 
North Andover died when a train hit 
him after an alleged drinking bout. 
In Andover, Peter Afarian was killed 
in what appears to be a drinking-and- 
driving accident. These boys didn’t 
have to die, yet people still aren’t 
heeding the warning involving alco-

hol: The tragedies could have been 
avoided. 

In the wake of these accidents, one 
teen mother said to my mother, 
“What could the parents of those 
boys (involved in the Andover acci- 
dent) have done? Most teens in 
Andover drink a lot.” 

This attitude sickens me, as this 
mother is basically saying that all 
parents can do is sit by helplessly as 
their teen-agers consume a drug that 
is often linked to accidents, rapes 
and deaths. 

I, along with 2,000 other people, 
recently went to the wake of a person 
I considered a friend. In my memo- 
ries, Peter Afarian always has a big 
smile across his face, and many peo- 
ple obviously agree since Pete was 
voted “fun to be around” in our high 
school yearbook. As I waited in line, 
thinking about what kind of a person 
the world would be missing out on, I 
overheard an adult talking to his 
friend. The man turned to his friend 
and said, “We’ve all been in the posi- 
tion (of drinking and driving) that 
those kids were. They were just the 
unlucky ones.” 

This man chooses to believe that 
everyone drinks and drives and only 
the “unlucky” ones get in accidents. 
He acts as if people can’t choose not

to drink and drive or choose not get 
in a car with someone who is going 
to drink and drive.
